Senator-Elect, Former Gov- 
ernor, Had as Organiza- 
tion Only Graduates of 
His School for Workers.

DETROIT, Mich., Nov. 8.—For 


the first time in 52 years, a Demo- 
crat has been elected to the United 
States Senate from Michigan and for 
the first time in that period a Demo- 
crat, running as a candidate for a 
State office, has polled a clear ma- 
jority of votes. Woodbridge N. 


Ferris has beaten Senator Charles E. 
Townsend by approximately 15,000 
votes. 

With 494 precincts ‘of a total of 
2906 out, Ferris’ advantage was 18,- 
216. The missing precincts are scat- 
tered over 62 countiés. 

In this election, Michigan fought 
out the issue of ‘“Newberryism”’ to a 
finish. It is more than four years 
since Truman H. Newberry and his 
relatives and friends admitted 
spending $176,000 to obtain the Re- 
publican nomination for the Senate. 
Since then, Senator Newberry and 
his associates in the campaign have 
been tried and convicted in a Fed- 
eral Court and subsequently freed by 
action of the Supreme Court in de- 
claring the Federal corrupt practices 
act unconstitutional. 

The case was fought out also in 
the United States Senate, but this is 
the first time that the people of 
Michigan have had a clear oppor- 
tunity to give their verdict in the 
matter. 

Townsend Voted for Seating. 

Senator Townsend voted to seat 
Senator Newberry. He himself 
spent more than $30,000 to obtain 
the Republican nomination for the 
Senate this year. He ran with the 
open support of the Newberry or- 
ganization, built up by the great ex- 
penditure of campaign funds in 1918 
and 1920. 

In the Republican primary, Sen- 
ator Townsend was opposed by three 
candidates, all of whom made a 
pledge to move for reopening the 
Newberry case in the Senate, the 
chief plank in their platforms.

Its Stern, When Eaten, 


speechless Several Weeks—Other Plant 
Curiosities Are Shown. 


Plant curiosities are exhibited to- 
day in the autumn show of the St. 
Louis Flower Show Association in 
the Coliseum by the Missouri Botani- 
cal Gardens. 

One of the curiosities is a shoot 
from the great cypress tree of Santa 
Maria del Tule, Mexico, regarded as 
the oldest living thing upon this 


planet, recent tests indicating the 
tree to be approximately 5976 yeurs 
oid. This tree was described in the 
Post-Dispatch Magazine of last Aug. 
13. 

Another is a.seedling from 
Daniel Boone judgment elm 
Femme Osage, Mo.; 
giant redwood seedling and one from 
the redwWwood’s Australian rival, the 
eucalyptus, which attains a height 
of 500 or 600 feet. 

“Ant-loving”’ Plants, ° 

There are two “ant-loving’”’ plants 
among the curiosities, one an acacia, 
which provides horns in which cer- 
tain ant species make their nome. 
Their coming and going, like tha} 
of human beings, drags particles of 
dirt into the home and the nitrogen- 
ous properties given off from the dirt 
is the staff of life of the plant. The 
second ‘‘ant-lover’’ is a West Indian 
orchid (the cow’s horn), whose large 
pseudo-bulbs are hollow like a cow’s 
horn and are equipped with small 
trap doors which give ingress and 
egress to the ants who,’ failing to 
wipe their feet, bring in collections 
from the outside on which the plant 
subsists. ‘ 

Another collection is of insect- 
eating plants—the Venus fly-trap, 
which squeezes venturesome flies to 
death and then surrounds their .od- 
ies with a peptic fluid®*which decom- 
poses them into digestible food for 
the plant, and the pitcher plant, 
whose nectar in the bottem of its

MINIMUM WAGE 


OPINION OF COURT HOLDING 
CAPITAL UNCONSTITUTIONAL 


FOR WOMEN IN 


Measure Should Be Accomplished by Amend-' 
ment, Judges Declare—Case, in Which Trib- | 
unal Reverses Itself, to Be Appealed.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 8.—The 
Court of Appeals of the District of 
Columbia in June, 1921, by a two- 
to-one vote, decided that the dis- 
trict minimum wage law, applying 
to women and minors, was constitu- 
tional. The same court by a two- 
to-one vote has just decided that 
the law is unconstitutional. Whether 
the court was right in June, 1921, or 
in November, 1922, will be deter- 
mined by the Supreme Court of the 
‘United States. In the meantime, 
about 12,500 persons in the district 
whose wages have been fixed by the 
Minimum Wage Board face a pros- 
pect of reductions if their employers 
see fit to take advantage of the cur- 
rent ruling. Legal officers of the 
district have begun the preparation 
of an appeal to the United States 
Supreme Court and will seek to have 
| the case brought to an early deci- 

ion. 
| The minimum wage law was 
| passed by Congress in 1918 after a 
fight in which Senator Reed. de- 
ciaring the law unconstitutional, 
was a leading figure. Another Mis- 
sourian, former Gov. Joseph W. 
Folk, now a lawyer at the capital, is 
identified with the case as attorney 
for the Children’s Hobkpital, on 
whose suit attacking the validity of 
the law the two conflicting decisions 
of the Appellate Court were handed 
down. 

Different Complexions of Court. 

Folk argued the case at its first 
| trial and again after a rehearing 
|had been granted. _ The suit sought 
to enjoin the Minimum Wage Board 
from enforcing an order requiring 
| the Children’s Hospital to pay its 
| women employes not less than 
$16.50 a week, or $71.50 a*month. 
| The first decision, in favor of the 
| law, was rendered by Chief Justice 
|Smyth, with Justice Stafford con- 
‘curring and Justice Van Orsdel dis- 
senting. Justice Stafford, who is 
‘regularly,a member of the District 
Supreme Court, was atthattime sit- 
ting temporarily on the Appellate 
bench in the absence of Justice 
Robb, who was ill. After Justice 
Robb had returned to the Bench, the 
Children’s Hospital succeeded in 
getting» rehearing of the case. Robb 
voted with Van Orsde! against the 
law, with Chief Justice Smyth dis- 
senting. 

The court's reversal of itself is the 
subject of a bitter arraignment by 
Smyth in his dissenting opinion. Aft- 
er reviewing the various moves in 
the case, the Chief Justice says: “It 
would seem that the appellants. find- 
defeated, sought a 
justice who had not Sat in the cage. 
but who, they’ beleved, would be 
favorable to them, and enticed him, 
by an appeal directed to him person- 
ally, to assume jurisdiction and join 
with the dissenting justice in an at- 
tempt to overrule the decision of the 
court. I shall not attempt to ehar- 
acterize such practices—they speak 
for themselyes.” 


Holds Latest Decision Is Void. 


Smyth contends that Justice Robb 
had no power to displace Justice 
Stafford in the settlement of the 
case. He points out further that the 
law requires thaj three justices shal! 
sit in the Court of Appeals; and con- 
tends that in this case four justices 
have acted. Therefore he holds that 
the decision invalidating the law is 
itself invalid. 


Justice Van Orsédel. 
majority opinion in the second in- 
stance, asserts that “no greater 
calamity could befall the wage earn- 
ers of this country than to have the 
legislative power to fix wages up- 
held.”’ 

“It would deprive them,” the opin- 
ion continues, “of the most sacred 
safeguard which the Constitution 2*- 
fords to take from the citizen the 
right to freely contract and sell nis

Congress may establish a minimum 
wage for women, it may establish 1 
maximum wage, or it may name a 
fixed wage. If it may regulate wages 
for women, it may, by th® exercise 
of the same power, establish the 
wages to be _ men. The power 
of Congress to ix wages between ori- 
vate individuals is either constitu- 
tional or unconstitutional. There is 
no leeway for legislative or jud'cint 
discretion. 
“Other Angles” in Case, 

“A fundamental principle ig in- 
volved, and it does not He in_ the 
courts to’ declare a law fixing thes 
wages of women constitutional and | 
a law fixing the wages of men un- 
constitutional. The moral stimulus 
in the one instance is no greater 
than in the other. If higher wagés 
are essential to preserve the morals 
of men, this leads to another angle. 
If the law is to be equitably en- 
forced, 
and judicious inquiry by the board 
into living conditions—the cost of’ 
rent, clothes, food and recrtation. 
If the power, 
fix wages the power mtist likewise 
be conceded to fix the prices of all 
commodities efhtering into the de- 
termination of an equitable wage. 
In no. other way can justice be ac- 
corded. The wage fixed for an 
employer to pay his employe cannot 
be justified, if based upon the un- 
restraifma prices which the em- 
ploye may have to pay the mer- 
chant for ‘food and clothes, or the 
landiord for rent.

of property. If this right be struck 
down or arbitrarily interfered with 
there is a substantial impairment of 
liberty in the long established éon- 
stitutional sense. The right is as 
essential to the laborer as to the 
capitalist, to the poor as to the 
rich; for the vast majority of per- 
sons who have no other honest way 
to begin to acquire property, save by 
working for money. 

“The public safety and welfare 
may justify the Legislature in limit- 
ing the homrs of labor in mines and 
other hazardous industries and re- 
quire safeguards to be employed in 
conducting dangerous occupations. 
Such regulations, however, affect 
only the mode.of operation and do 
not invade the domain of prices. 
They are wholly distinguished from 
the purely economic question of how 
much the employer shal] pay the em- 
ploye for his services. In one case 
the business conducted is so“ in- 
herently dangerous that its regula- 
tion as to methods of operation be- 
comes a valid exercise of the police 
power. 

“The public health and safety de- 
mand not that the business be con- 
fiscated, not that proprietorship 
therein be curtailed or limited, not 
that the economic control thereof 
may be in the least affected, but that
